EDITORIAL NO TW. 


The rage for building that set in 
with the opening of the year in New 
York City is still continued withont 
abatement, and is without precedent 
in that city. The amount of capital 
being converted into brick,mortar and 
stone is 627,469, 220, as against 816, 

,045 at the same date last year. In 
considering these figures it should be 
remembered that in 1880, when the 
‘“‘hoom” in rents began, it was a great 
building year. The cost and magnif- 
icence of private residences erected in 
that city this year have never been 
excelled, except perhaps by the A. T. 
Stewart mansion, and the residences 
built by the Vanderbilts last year. 


Articles of incorporation have been 
filed by L. L. Hawkins, George W. 
Phelps and George S. Brooks, known 
as the Oregon and China Mercantile 
Company. The capital stock is $400,- 
000. The object of the corporation is 
to hire, buy and charter vessels to run 
between Portland and any city in China 
and to transport laborers and others 
to and from these places. Chinese 
goods are also to be bought and sold, 

and the company is granted the right 
to hire and employ laborers to build 
railroads, cut timber and to do any 
other work that my be required. The 
charter is perpetual. »
